The Abitibi Paper Retriever 
Community Recycling Program 
works with hundreds of organi- 
zations, non-profits, charities 
and local communities to rec 
cle paper products. The compa- 
ny provides recycling bins at no 
cost to the program partici. 
pants. Once the bins are filled, 
a collection truck wet 
paper content on a scale and 
replaces the bin for further 
recycling. Program _ partici 
pants are paid based on the 
amount of paper that was recy- 
cled 

The three pay scales are as 
follows: 0 - 4 tons of recycling 
at $5 per ton; 4 - 8 tons of recy 
cling at $15 per ton; and 8 - 10 


tons of recycling at $20 per ton. 
The collected paper is 
processed at the company's 
local Andover Street facility 
where it is sorted into various 
grades and prepared for ship- 
ment. The paper is then sent to

To the Editor, 

During the Tewksbury Town 
Meeting on June 25, those of us 
who presented alternative bud- 
get recommendations (the so- 
called “We Group”) were 
accused of attempting to “sabo- 
tage” the budget, even after we 
had withdrawn those recom- 
mendations and urged voters to 
unite behind the Town 
Manager’s budget so we could 
move forward as a community. 
After the meeting, others 
accused us of trying to “hijack” 
the budget and “going behind 
the Selectmen’s _ backs.” 
Nothing could be further from 
the truth, or better illustrate 
the arrogance, ignorance, and 
disrespect dividing our commu- 
nity. 

Sabotage and hijacking 
require surreptitiousness. We 
hid nothing. We published the 
proposal online two days before 
the meeting, and town officials 
had it within hours. The Board 
of Selectmen discussed the pro- 
posal at their meeting the next 
day, though its Chairman did 
not extend us the courtesy of an 
invitation to participate. On 
the day of Town Meeting; oppo- 
nents ran a half-page ad in the 
Sun urging people to vote 
against it. The proposal was 
anything but surreptitious, and 
it came after months of work- 
ing within the usual budget 
process to garner support for 
prioritizing public safety and 
education. 

Town Meeting gives residents 
a voice in government, On 
June 10th, a majority of voters 
in attendance told town offi- 
cials the recommended budget 
was unacceptable, Residents 
have a right to present alterna- 
tives for consideration, and it 


would have been silly to not 
present an alternative after 
saying the recommended bud- 
get was unacceptable. We pre- 
sented an alternative, under- 
standing its acceptance would 
create some hardships while 
eliminating others. We never 
described it as perfect, just dif- 
ferent. We never insulted or 
attacked anyone. 

On June 25th, 45% of the peo- 
ple in attendance told town offi- 
cials they preferred budget 
alternatives developed in two 
weeks by five residents over a 
budget developed in six months 
by the Town Manager, Finance 
Committee, Board of 
Selectmen, and School 
Committee. Surely town offi- 
cials understand how close they 
came to receiving a vote of “No 
Confidence” from the elec- 
torate. Surely that was a lesson 
worth learning as we move for- 
ward. 

Those who attack people who 
present alternatives should 
know that government is “of, 
by, and for the people” not “of, 
by, and for town officials and 
employees” or “of, by, and for a 
subset of people” they get to 
select. The U.S. Constitution 
begins, “We, the people,” not 
“We, the government,” and I 
am proud.to be part of some- 
thing called the “We Group.” 
Officials should bow to the peo- 
ple, not expect the people to 
bow to them. Open Town 
Meeting provides individual 
voters the most political power 
they will ever have, and I hope 
Tewksbury’s voters will contin- 
ue to use that power to let their 
government know how they 
feel.

Cuts will affect entire town 


Dear Editor, 

A total of 923 registered voters 
showed up at the hotly contest- 
ed town meeting on June 25 to 
vote on and approve the town’s 
budget. As a point of interest, 
there are 19,177 registered vot- 
ers as of the April 5th election 
figures. Out of the 19,177 regis- 
tered voters, 3,285 voted in the 
last town election. This means 
that only 4.8% of all registered 
voters in Tewksbury took the 
time to attend town meeting to 
approve next year’s budget. 

The early focus of the meet- 
ing centered around voters 
deciding which budget proposal 
to vote on, the town manager's 
budget or an alternative budget 
presented by a group led by 
Keith Rauseo. The town man- 
ager’s budget went forward 
after the first article passed by 
a 90-vote margin. 

The sharp disagreement of 
how the budget cuts were to be 
implemented was a direct 
result of the failure to approve 
an override. I fully understand’ 
that taxpaying voters are fed 


up with escalating high costs - 
gas and food as prime exam- 
ples, but. it was clearly stated 
that the override would cost the 
average household approxi- 
mately $135 a year, This trans 
lates to less than $12 a month, 
Most of this turmoil, confusion 
and sharp partisan bickering 
could have been avoided by vot- 
ing on a nominal tax increase 
that all of us could easily 
afford. For any taxpaying voter 
to say that they can’t afford to 
pay an extra $12 a month to 
keep Tewksbury running effi- 
ciently is absolute nonsense. 
The impending cuts and 
added fees will affect the entire 
town and clearly lower the 
quality of livirig in Tewksbury 
in almost every area, At some 
point, the voters will have the 
opportunity to vote again on an 
override and I urge ALL regis- 
tered voters to go to the polls 
and vote yes. A ‘no’ vote hurts 
this great town and ultimately 
you, personally.

The Declaration of Independence 


When in the Course of human 
events it becomes necessary for 
one people to dissolve the polit- 
ical bands which have connect- 
ed them with another and to 
assume among the powers of 
the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the Laws 
of Nature and of Nature's God 
entitle them, a decent respect 
to the opinions of mankind 
requires that they should 
declare the causes which impel 
them to the s ation. 

We hold these truths to be 
self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are 
endowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable Rights, that 
among these are Life, Liberty 
and the pursuit of Happiness. - 
That to secure these rights, 
Governments are instituted 
among Men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the 
governed, - That whenever any 
form of Government becomes 
destructive of these ends, it is 
the Right of the People to alter 
or to abolish it, and to institute 
new Government, laying its 
foundation on such principles 
and organizing its powers in 
such form, to them shall 

»m most likely to effect their 
Safety and Happiness, 
Prudence, indeed, will dictate 
that Governments long estab- 
lished should not be changed 
for light and transient causes; 
and accordingly all experience 
hath shewn that mankind are 
more disposed to suffer, while 
evils are sufferable than to 
right themselves by abolishing 
the forms to which they are 
accustomed. But when a long 
train of abuses and usurpa- 
tions, pursuing invariably the 
same Object evinces a design 
to reduce them under absolute 
Despotism, it is their right, it is 
their duty, to throw off such 
Government, and to provide 
new Guards for their future 
security. - Such has. been the 
patient sufferance of these 
Colonies; and such is now the 
necessity which constrains 
them to alter their former 
Systems of Government. The 
history of the present King of 
Great Britain is a history of 
repeated injuries and usurpa- 
tions, all having in direct object 
the establishment of an 
absolute Tyranny over these 
States. ‘To prove this, let Facts 
be submitted to a candid world. 

He has refused his Assent to 
Laws, the most wholesome and 
necessary for the public good. 

He has forbidden his 


Governors to pass Laws of 
immediate and pressing impor- 
tance, unless suspended in their 
operation till his Assent should 
be obtained; and when so sus- 
pended, he has utterly neglect- 
ed to attend to them. 

He has refused to pass other 
Laws for the accommodation of 
large districts of people, unless 
those people would relinquish 
the right of Representation in 
the Legislature, a right ines- 
timable to them and formidable 
to tyrants only. 

He has called together legisla- 
tive bodies at places unusual, 
uncomfortable, and distant 
from the depository of their 
Public Records, for the sole 
purpose of fatiguing them into 
compliance with his measures. 

He has dissolved 
Representative Houses repeat- 
edly, for opposing with manly 
firmness his invasions on the 
rights of the people. 

He has refused for a long 
time, after such dissolutions, to 
cause others to be elected, 
whereby the Legislative 
Powers, incapable of 
Annihilation, have returned to 
the People at large for their 
exercise; the State remaining in 
the mean time exposed to all 
the dangers of invasion from 
without, and convulsions with- 
in. 

He has endeavoured to pre- 
vent the population of these 
States; for that purpose 
obstructing the Laws for 
Naturalization of Foreigners; 
refusing to pass others to 
encourage their migrations 
hither, and raising the condi- 
tions of new Appropriations of 
Lands. 

He has obstructed the 
Administration of Justice by 
refusing his Assent to Laws for 
establishing Judiciary Powers. 

He has made Judges depen- 
dent on his Will alone for the 
tenure of their offices, and the 
amount and payment of their 
salaries. 

He has erected a multitude of 
New Offices, and sent hither 
swarms of Officers to harass 
our people and eat out their 
substance. 

He has kept among us, in 
times of peace, Standing 
Armies without the Consent of 
our legislatures, 

He has affected to render the 
Military independent of and 
superior to the Civil Power. 

He has combined with others 
to subject us to a jurisdiction 
foreign to our constitution, and 


unacknowledged by our laws; 
giving his Assent to their Acts 
of pretended Legislation: 

For quartering large bodies of 
armed troops among us: 

For protecting them, by a 
mock Trial from punishment 
for any Murders which they 
should commit on _ the 
Inhabitants of these States: 

For cutting off our Trade with 
all parts of the world: 

For imposing Taxes on us 
without our Consent: 

For depriving us in many 
cases, of the benefit of Trial by 
Jury 

For transporting us beyond 
Seas to be tried for pretended 
offences: 

For abolishing the free 
System of English Laws in a 
neighbouring Province, estab- 
lishing therein an Arbitrary 
government, and enlarging its 
Boundaries so as to render it at 
once an example and fit instru- 
ment for introducing the same 
absolute rule into these 
Colonies 

For taking away our Charters, 
abolishing our most valuable 
Laws and altering fundamen- 
tally the Forms of our 
Governments: 

For suspending our own 
Legislatures, and declaring 
themselves invested with power 
to legislate for us in all cases 
whatsoever. 

He has abdicated Government 
here, by declaring us out of his 
Protection and waging War 
against us. 

He has plundered our seas, 
ravaged our coasts, burnt our 
towns, and destroyed the lives 
of our people. 

He is at this time transporting 
large Armies of foreign 
Mercenaries to compleat the 
works of death, desolation, and 
tyranny, already begun with 
circumstances of Cruelty & 
Perfidy scarcely paralleled in 
the most barbarous ages, and 
totally unworthy the Head of a 
civilized nation. 

He has constrained our fellow 
Citizens taken Captive on the 
high Seas to bear Arms against 
their Country, to become the 
executioners of their friends 
and Brethren, or to fall them- 
selves by their Hands. 

He has excited domestic 
insurrections amongst us, and 
has endeavoured to bring on 
the inhabitants of our frontiers, 
the merciless Indian Savages 
whose known rule of warfare, is 
an undistinguished destruction 
of all ages, sexes and condi- 


tions. 

In every stage of these 
Oppressions We have 
Petitioned for Redress in the 
most humble terms: Our 
repeated Petitions have been 
answered only by repeated 
injury. A Prince, whose charac- 
ter is thus marked by every act 
which may define a Tyrant, is 
unfit to be the ruler of a free 
people. 

Nor have We been wanting in 
attentions to our British 
brethren. We have warned 
them from time to time of 
attempts by their legislature to 
extend an unwarrantable juris- 
diction over us. We have 
reminded them of the circum- 
stances of our emigration and 
settlement here. We have 
appealed to their native justice 
and magnanimity, and we have 
conjured them by the ties of our 
common kindred to disavow 
these usurpations, which would 
inevitably interrupt our con- 
nections and correspondence. 
They too have been deaf to the 
voice of justice and of consan- 
guinity. We must, therefore, 
acquiesce in the necessity, 
which denounces our 
Separation, and hold them, as 
we hold the rest of mankind, 
Enemies in War, in Peace 
Friends. 

We, therefore, the 
Representatives of the united 
States of America, in General 
Congress, Assembled, appeal- 
ing to the Supreme Judge of the 
world for the rectitude of our 
intentions, do, in the Name, and 
by Authority of the good People 
of these Colonies, solemnly 
publish and declare, That these 
united Colonies are, and of 
Right ought to be Free and 
Independent States, that they 
are Absolved from all 
Allegiance to the British 
Crown, and that all political 
connection between them and 
the State of Great Britain, is 
and ought to be totally dis- 
solved; and that as Free and 
Independent States, they have 
full Power to levy War, conclude 
Peace contract Alliances, 
establish Commerce, and to do 
all other Acts and Things which 
Independent States may of 
right do. - And for the support 
of this Declaration, with a firm 
reliance on the protection of 
Divine Providence, we mutual- 
ly pledge to each ofher our 
Lives, our Fortunes and our 
sacred Honor.

present challenges for the 
Johnston family.

WILMINGTON - This sum- 
mer marks the 50th anniver- 
sary of the formation of the 
Wilmington Jaycees, 
Originally known as the 
Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, the organization 
was intended to help young 
people to develop the leader- 
ship skills, social responsibili- 
ty, entrepreneurship and fel- 
lowship necessary to create 
positive change. 

The organization landed in 
Wilmington with a splash. 
Massachusetts had an 
extremely well-organized 
group. There was a Jaycee 
State newspaper, which was 
composed at the Town Crier 
office on weekends. 

Jack Holloway was the first 
president, and Dr. Lloyd 
Smith, president of Avco’s 
Systems Division was the 
speaker at the first meeting. 
Aveo, now known as Textron, 
was the new industry in town. 

Charter members included 
Alan Altman, Bryant Bedell, 
Mike Elia and Jay Tighe. 
Among the directors were 
Robert J. Cain and Peter 
Lepore. 

One of the early presidents 
of the Wilmington Jaycees 
was Jim Miceli. Some mem- 
bers of the club, not necessar- 
ily all of those named above, 
became a very strong political 
base for him. He was appoint- 


ed to the Planning Board, and 
was then elected to the Board 
of Selectmen, all with the sup- 
port of loyal friends from the 
Jaycees. 

One activity Miceli remem- 
bers was monitoring the 
selectmen’s meetings. The 
club was very political. 

The club took on several pro- 
jects in town. One was the 
building of shelters for chil- 
dren at school bus stops. 
Another was the collection of 
soap for people in Hong Kong. 
The collection was organized 
by the Burbine brothers. They 
came in with a pickup truck 
load of soap, donated by 
DeMoulas and the question 
came up, what to do with the 
soap. So they took it over to 
Burlington to the home of the 
Jaycee who had organized the 
drive. He wasn't home, so they 
dumped it on his lawn. 

Another very successful pro- 
gram was the Labor Day 
Coffee Watch. Beginning in 
1962, members of the club 
gave out free coffee to 
motorists at two rest areas on 
Route 93. They would set up in 
the rest areas that were then 
located between Concord and 
Park streets, serving 
motorists in the northbound 
lanes on Friday and Saturday 
nights, and southbound 
motorists on Sunday and 
Monday nights. They would 
serve between 250 and 400 


cups a night, working until 
2:30 a.m. 

The club first met at the 
Legion Hall. Later, meetings 
were held at the Photon plant. 
opposite the Whitefield 
School, where Bob Smith was 
the personnel manager. He 
became president of the 
Jaycees after Miceli. 

The club had about 40 mem- 
bers. In the late 1960s, it start- 
ed to tail off. The problem, 
said Miceli, was the self- 
imposed age limit for mem- 
bership. Once a man reached 
35, that was it. He became an 
“exhausted rooster.” 

Some of those involved were 
Dave Fillio, Bill MacKinnon, 
Marty Lesnik, George Quinn, 
Paul Doerfler, Lloyd Bender, 
Charles Burt, George 
Lingenfelter, Ted Johnson and 
Milt Bradford. 

Besides Miceli, two mem- 
bers, Lloyd Bender and Bob 
Cain, were elected to the 
Board of Selectmen. 

In the late 1960s, Joe Beaton 
Jr. worked at resurrecting the 
club, and did a good job of 
recruiting. But it didn’t last, 
and the club fizzled. 

The international club, 
founded just before World War 
I, still exists under the name 
Junior Chamber 
International. But there has 
been no Wilmington club for 
some 35 years,

Massachusetts in 2005. The 
company estimates that the 
program saves over 2.2 million 
cubic yards of landfill each 
year.

From local surveys 
to national politics

A simple can we do this... 
question has led to the forma- 
tion of what is now a nationally 
ranked political research 
department at Boston’s Suffolk 
University and it is being led by 
Woburn native and Lynnfield 
resident David Paleologos. 

In 2002, after seven years of 
teaching his elective course at 
Suffolk and at Emerson, 
Paleologos was about to call the 
whole thing off. However, dur- 
ing the last class at Suffolk, the 
topic was what would happen if 
then Acting Governor Jane 
Swift was to run against a 
Democrat for a full term. 

As Paleologos recalled, “One 
of the students asked ‘What 
about Mitt Romney against 
Swift in a Republican prima- 


It was decided to attach the 
question to the main survey. “It 
was the best decision we ever 
made,” Paleologos said. 

However, because the class 
was so small the survey was 
never completed. At the end of 
the weekend, —_Paleologos 
brought his report to Agnes 
Bain, who was his department 
head and she asked that the 
survey be completed with the 
questions that were in it. 

Paleologos broke from his 
protocol at that point and 
brought in professionals to do 
the survey and compile the 
findings. Normally this would 
have all been done as part of 
the 14-week course. 

The findings, released on a 
Wednesday, showed that Swift 
would lose the — race. 
Coincidentally, the Boston her- 
ald released a similar poll with 
the same findings on the follow- 
ing Friday. 


Paleologos added, “The fol- 
lowing Monday, Swift 
announced that she would not 
run for Governor.” 

He does not credit the find- 
ings of the Suffolk poll with 
having anything to do with that 
decision. However, because the 
findings were on the mark 
some things began to happen 
behind the scenes at Suffolk. 

According to Paleologos, 
WHDH-TV (Channel 7) did not 
have a polling partner at the 
time. About two months after 
the Swift survey results came 
out; he was called in to Suffolk 
for a meeting and found he was 
meeting with Channel Seven's 
political editor Andy Hiller. 


Hiller reported _told 
Paleologos “This would make a 
great partnership.” 


At that point Paleologos’ 
dream came true and Suffolk 
started a permanent research 
center. Although he still teach- 
es a course, which since its 
inception has been popular, 
Paleologos noted that all of the 
work done for WHDH is out- 
sourced because of the short- 
time factors involved. 

Since that time the Suffolk 
University Public Research 
Center has found itself close to 
the top in rankings of various 
national polling groups. These 
include professionals such as 
CBS News, Fox News, the Zogby 
and the Gallup Polls as well as 
other colleges and university's 
such as Quinnipiac University, 
University of New Hampshire 
and Franklin Pierce University 
(In the Survey USA 2008 
Pollster Report Card on the 
New Hampshire Primary 
Suffolk ranked sixth, above all 
of the organizations named 
above.) 

Most recently, Paleologos 


and the Research Center have 
helped WHDH to report on the 
chances of reelection if United 
States Senator John Kerry of 
Massachusetts faces a strong 
political opponent. That poll 
shows that Kerry could be beat. 

In a press release it is stat- 
ed: “If John Kerry were to face 
a strong candidate jn running 
for re-election this fall, he 
might be vulnerable, as 51 per- 
cent of general election voters 
polled, by 7NEWS/Suffolk 
University said it’s time to give 
someone else a chance, while 
38 percent said the senator 
deserves to be reelected. Nine 
percent were undecided, and 2 
percent refused a response in 
the poll released today.” 

Ironically, Paleologos was 
not trained specifically as a 
pollster. It was a trade he 
learned by necessity while 
working to help keep his broth- 
er, former State Representative 
Nick —_ Paleologos (from 
Woburn) in office. 

“We couldn't afford polling,” 
David said. “I got into it out of 
necessity.” 

According to Paleologos, his 
poling technique was a big help 
to his brother in 1976 when he 
first one election to the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives, 

“It was in that campaign I 
learned a lot of the basics,” 
Paleologos said. 

Probably because he did not 
have any prior training, 
Paleologos had the ambition to 
try something new in polling - 
Bellweather Polls. He 
explained that it is a method 
where he uses certain points in 
a district (wards cities or por- 
tions of a region) that always 
seems to be correct to corrobo- 
rate what the whole poll is

“WALL*E” is possibly the best film to be relased thus far in 2008. It is a great 


story set hundred of years iin the future with beautiful, detailed animation. 


“WALL E” 
GRADE: **** 

‘WALL-E’, the latest col- 
laboration between Disney 
and Pixar (the folks who 
brought you Toy Story, 
Finding Nemo, and Cars, 
among others) is quite possi- 
bly the best film to be 
released thus far in 2008. 

The film is set hundreds of 
years in the future, with 
Earth now burnt to a near 
crisp and overcome by moun- 
tains of trash piled as high as 
the tallest skyscrapers. 

There, working diligently 
at ground level, is WALL-E, 
an adorable robot with slop- 
ing cameras for eyes and a 
clunky body whose job it is to 
neatly package all the waste 
we humans left behind before 
we fled the planet when it no 
longer could sustain us. 

As for the human race, the 
outlook is grim. We're depict- 
ed as fat, lazy creatures with 
giant bellies and almost zero 
bone mass. We're like huge, 
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bumbling infants, all grasp- 
ing for foodstuffs and comfort 
while looking dazed and con- 
fused aboard the Axiom, a 
giant space ship that roams 
the heavens, presumably 
until Earth is once again 
inhabitable. 

With only a cockroach for 
companionship, WALL-E’s is 
lonely. In his downtime, he 
collects things. He likes his 
Rubik’s Cube. He watches 
“Hello, Dolly!” on an old tele- 
vision set and responds to the 
romance playing out 
onscreen, which only deepens 
his isolation. 

And so when he unexpect- 
edly is visited by EVE, a 
sleek and hot-tempered robot 
sent to Earth to find signs of 
life in vegetation, what he 
sees in her is the love of his 
life. He would follow her any- 
where, which proves some- 
thing of a problem when he 
gifts to EVE a plant he found 


growing in an old shoe. 
Since EVE is programmed 
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to immediately return any 
sort of plant life to the Axiom 
for study, off she goes, with 
Wall-E tagging along for an 
adventure that consumes the 
rest of the movie. Though the 
twists and turns that ensue 
won't be revealed here, it is 
safe to say this: While aboard 
the Axiom, which is owned by 
an evil corporate giant remi- 
niscent of Wal-Mart, echoes 
of Stanley Kubrick’s “2001” 
abound, with the movie not 
only becoming about man 
against machine, but also 
machine against machine. 

With beautiful, detailed 
animation behind a script 
with very little dialogue, you 
watch in admiration at how 
well the story is told. “WALL- 
E” is another triumph for the 
creative team of Disney and 
Pixar, and has enough fun to 
keep the kids happy, while the 
message about what as a 
species we are doing to our 
planet may give their parents 
nightmares.

As an admitted fan of the 
original “Get Smart,” a 1960s

I am probably not the best 
person in the world to write a 
review on the film adaptation 
of the same name. 

The show starred Don 
Adams as the bungling yet 
somewhat competent secret 
agent Maxwell Smart, and 
producers or whoever decid- 
ed to cast Steve Carell as the 
next Maxwell Smart couldn't 


have made a better choice. 
Carell, who is most famous 
for his fatuous Michael Scott 
character on TV's “The 
Office,” is a box office draw 
when it comes to the younger 
generation and just his name 
alone should get a whole new 


audience excited to see the |. 


next Maxwell Smart adven- 
ture. 

Plus, his biggest strength 
as an actor is playing some- 
one who is completely inept 
and oblivious to everything 
around him, which is the 
character of Smart in a nut- 
shell (Smart serves as a top 
analyst for the super-secret 
government agency known as 
CONTROL.) 

Maxwell's biggest dream 
in life is to become a field 
agent just like the suave 
Agent 23 (Dwayne “The 
Rock” Johnson), and 
although he is qualified for 
the job, Chief (Alan Arkin) 
wants him to stay in his cur- 
rent position because he is 
too valuable, 

But that all changes when 
the terrorist group KAOS - 
led by the sinister Siegfried 
(Terence Stamp) - uncovers 
the identities of all the CON- 
TROL agents, picks them off 
one-by-one and devises a plot 
to assassinate the U.S presi- 
dent with nuclear weapons. 

Because there is basically 
no one else that can pull off 
the job, Maxwell is promoted 
to agent and is paired with 
the voluptuous Agent 99 
(Anne Hathaway), who 
recently underwent plastic 
surgery so she can stay 
undercover.

In today’s society medica- 
tions - including both prescrip- 
tion and over-the-counter 
(OTC) drugs - have become an 
important aspect of maintain- 
ing good health. Yet for the 
nearly 20 million Americans 
with vision loss, the lack of ac- 
cessible label information 
poses a serious health risk due 
to the potential misidentifica- 
tion and misuse of drugs. 

To ensure that people with 
vision loss have ready access 
to the vital information avail- 
able to all consumers via pre- 
scription labeling, enabling 
them to take medications 
safely, effectively and inde- 
pendently, the American Foun- 
dation for the Blind (AFB) 
has embarked on the Rx Label 
Enable campaign. The goal is 
to have policymakers develop 
standards to ensure that med- 
ication labels and information 
are accessible to individuals 
with vision loss. 

As part of the campaign, 
AFB offers these tips for iden- 
tifying and organizing medica- 
tion: 

* Ask your pharmacist to at- 
tach large-print or, if neces- 
sary, Braille labels to pill 
bottles 

* The size and shape of a 
pill can help with identifica- 
tion. Practice feeling different 
pills in your hand until you can 
recognize them. 

* Store medicines in differ- 
ent places that serve as re- 
minders, such as the 
nightstand if it’s to be taken at
